mally surrendered to the govern- 
ment by the rebel crews which 
took them over last week. 
_,They are to be overhauled as 
speedily as possible and put into 
service for an attack on the heav- 
ier units of the fleet which have 
not yet surrendered. The battle- 
"ilp La Torre and the 
cruiser 


'Higgins were still holding out 
this morning, but there was a 
general belief that they would sub- 
mit before the day ended. 


Yesterday's 
engagement 
was 


brief, the destroyer flotilla sur- 
rendering after a 20-minute bom- 
bardment form the air. When ma- 
chine guns opened up from the 
planes, men aboard the surface 
vessels 
began 
leaping into the 


water and the submarine squad- 
ron gave in quickly. None of the 
fleet returned the fire from the 
planes. 


Admiral Abel Campos, command- 


ing officer of the fleet who was 
taken prisoner by the rebels, was 
put ashore with several other of- 
ficers as soon as the destroyers 
surrendered. He will assist in the 
direction of operations against the 
O'Higgins and the La Torre.

APPEAL TEXAS LAWMAKERS 
PROHIBIT COTTON NEXT YEAR

Elect, and Chairman of South- 
ern States Cotton Conference 
NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 7.—(By 


Wire to Corsicana Daily Sun)—I 
make this appeal to the legisla- 
ture and to the people of the 
State of Texas in regard to the 
cotton legislation: 


Unless the legislature passes a 


law entirely forbidding the plant- 
Ing of cotton In 1932, then they 
will do the cotton situation no 
good at all. A law that simply 
prohibits 50 per cent, nor 65 per 
cent, will be the same as no law, 
because it will not only be un- 
constitutional 
on 
Its 
face, 
but 


it is impossible of enforcement. 
Nobody can swear just what land 
was planted in cotton in the pre- 
ceedinf year. It is so easy to 
fudge a few acres, and by in- 
tensive cultivation raise as much 
on half the land as was raised 
on the whole acreage in the pre- 
ceding year. 


Must Prohibit Cotton 


It has become 
recognized by 


everyone who is interested in this 
movement in all the other states, 
with the single exception of Texas, 
that the only thing that can be 
done Is to pass a law positively 
prohibiting 
the planting of cot- 


ton altogether. The kind of a law 
will raise the price of cotton in- 
stantly; as soon as that law is 
passed the cotton price win go up 
from 15 to 20 cents per pound. 
But a law that proposes to have 
an acreage reduction or partial 
acreage 
reduction will not raise 


the price of cotton one-tenth of 
one cent per pound, but on the 
contrary will be recognized as no 
law at all, and will result In the 
market probably falling instead of 
rising. 


More Money for Farmers 


If Texas will pass a law pro- 


hibiting: the raising of cotton al- 
together, it will mean $250,000.000 
more to the famers this year than 
they will otherwise get for their 
cotton. They will get more money 
for the cotton crop of this year 
than they will get for the crop 
of this year and of next year, 
and the year after the next. A 
farmer can sit In the shade of a 
tree if he is too lazy to do any- 
thing else and make more money 
by planting no cotton next year 
than if he worked 365 days of 
the year to raise another cotton 
crop. 


But as a -matter of fact there 


will be plenty for the farmer

Emphasis was placed on the ne- 
cessity of registering births and 
deaths with the proper legal au- 
thorities by Philip P. King, fi«;d 
agent of the state, health deport- 
ment of Austin, on a. visit to C 
fcicana Friday. 
r Checking over the birth 
and 
death registrations 
in Corsioasia 
and Navarro county for the past 
two years, Mr. King said that in 
1920 there were 1161 births and 
697 deaths recorded; in 1930 there 
were 1135 births and 583 deaths 
recorded; 
averaging 
about 18.7 
births per 1000 population and 9.6 
deaths, while the average for a 
county of 60.507, aueh SLH Navarro 
county, should be about JO births 
per 1000 and 12 to 15 deaths. ' 
In view of the fact that regis- 
tration of births and deaths are 
required by law, and that evident- 
ly this has not been done in this 
county, the flald agent intimated 
that the situation would be pre- 
sented 
to the 
Navarro county 
grand Jury when rt is convened in 
October. 


According to Mr. King, the law 
requires that the birth of every 
baby born in Texas shall be re- 
ported to the justice of "the peace 
of local registrar in the justice 
precinct where the birth occurs. 
He pointed out that a birth cer- 
tificate might be needed to prove 
rights to property inherited, to 
prove citizenship, to prove school 
age, prove age under child labor 
laws, prove legal age for marri- 
age, prove right to vote, right 
to hold public office, age for mili- 
tary service, prove nationality in 
foreign countries, secure passports, 
qualifications for jury service, es- 
tablish proof for pensions, insur- 
ance compensations, etc., and to 
determine birth rate in state, coun- 
ties, and cities. 
Reports of Births Required 
Such reports are required t,o be 
made by the physician or midwife 
ID attendance, or, if there is no 
such attendant, 
by 
the father, 
mother, or householder, the field 
agent said. 
The law 
also 
required that 
•very death in Texas shall be 
reported to the justice /of 
the 
peace or local registrar, and that 
& permit shall be secured 
from 
the registrar or his deputy before 
any bodv is buried or removed 
lor burial. Death certificates are 
necessary to establish 
property 
rights, Insurance 
claims, pension 
Claims, legitimacy of children, set- 
tle genealogical disputes, inherit- 
ance claims, establish death rates 
tn -states, cities, and counties, es- 
timate values of measures for the 
control of disease, guide homeseek- 
prs, industries and Investors in 
the selection of healthful locations.

"Conditions will be worse twelve 
months from now,'' the governor 
told thousands' gathered

dier Field, "and we will never 
have g<fod times around the cor- 
ner as long' as the present eco- 
nomic errors are 
continued in 


government. 
"We must correct the thing that 
brought on this difficulty.

may have to break some of our 
relations, 
political or otherwise, 
but we must make the changes, 
even if both political parties are 
destroyed in the process.''

$30,000 was not forthcoming was contained in a letter 
received by I. N. Cerf, Corsicana 
banker, Wednesday 


evening between 7:30 and 8 o'clock. 
Not only the elder 


Cerf but the entire family was included in the death 


f threat. 


Formal complaints for alleged extortion were filed 


Friday morning against O. G. Toole and Charlotte Toole, 
alias Margaret Ross, in connection with the receiving of 
the threat letter by Cerf. The complaints were prepared 
by Chris L. Knox, assistant county attorney,-arid were 
signed by Jack Floyd, deputy sheriff. 
The complaints 


were filed m the court of J. L. Cox, justice of the peace, 
precinct 1, place 1, and warrants were issued 


Dallas police said Toole made a statement in which 


he told of planning to obtain the money -from Cerf in 
order to go some place, engage in business and start life 
anew. Toole said he had been married two years. 


I wanted to make a big splash, so that if the pljw, 


was successful, I would have plenty of money to take 
care of my wife and myself," Toole was quoted by offi-

letter was 
made public following the arrest 
of a man and woman in Dai- 
las late Thursday. Quick action 
on the part of Cleo G. Miller, 
Navarro county attorney, was re- 
sponsible for the arrests. 


The threat . letter, typewritten, 
single spaced, covered about four 
pages. It was delivered by spe- 
cial messenger to the Cerf home 
Delivered by Messenger. 


According 
to County Attorney 
Miller a stylishly dressed young 
woman 
appeared 
at a grocery 


on North Beaton street Wednes- 
day 
evening 
at 
7:30 
o'clock, 


phoned for a messenger boy, left 
a. letter on the counter with the 
address down, and a dollar bill, 
asking that the letter be given 
the messenger boy and leaving 
before the arrival of the mes- 
senger. The letter was taken to 
the Cerf home, delivered to Mrs. 
Cerf as Mr. Cerf was at a pic- 
ture show. 


The letter went into consider- 
able detail concerning the deliv- 
ery of the money, according to 
the county attorney, and stated 
that the writer had spent con- 
siderable time and 
money 
as- 
certaining the financial condition 
of Mr. Cerf, that they knew he 
was able to pay and that the 
Instructions must be followed to 
the 
letter 
otherwise 
immediate 
death from 
shooting with high 
powered rifles equipped with sil- 
encers would result. The letter 
pointed 
out,- according 
to 
the 
county 
attorney, 
the gang was 


well organized and that regard- 
less of where any of the Cerf 
family might be they would at 
ail times be facing death unless 
the money was paid. 


Want $30,000 
County Attorney Miller said the 
letter instructed that the $30,000 
in bank notes be wrapped in a 
package, along with the letter, 
and brought by the elder Cerf to 
the coffee shop in a Dallas hotel 
where a messenger would call for 
•pit. Mr. Cerf was instructed to 
leave the bank promptly at 11 
a. m. Thursday. 


With a dummy package con- 
taining blotters County Attorney 
Miller left the bank at the hour

alone

for Dallas. Arriving at the coffee 
shop Miller remained at a table 
two hours before a taxi-driver 
approached him.

had been there but was unknown. 
Instructions to the taxi driver 
were then carried out which led 
to a downtown department store 
where the package was left at 
the photograph 
department. 
Asked For Package. 
The woman attendant said a 
woman giving the name of "Mrs. 
Sperro'' had inquired for a pack- 
age and when it was not there 
stated she expected one to be 
left soon, 


In the meantime Miller got in 
touch 
with the house detective 
explained the situation and 
left 


him on the lookout for anyone 
calling for the package. The coun- 
ty attorney then identified the 
taxi driver, poing to the rent car 
service statten where he was em- 
ployed. It was indicated the taxi 
driver was in no way connected 
with the affair other than being 
hired as a messenger. 
Later a man and woman were 
•rrested when the package was 
delivered. 
Prisoners Brought Here 
Sheriff Rufus Pevehouse arriv- 
ed at the Navarro county jail at 
1:12 o'clock Friday afternoon with 
the two prisoners. 
The names 
were entered on the Jail register 
•s G. O. Toole and Mrs. G. O. 
Toole. County Attorney Miller re- 
mained in Dallas and will return 
to Corsicana late Friday after- 
noon, Sheriff Pevehouse stated. 


The two Dallas detectives, Fritz

Several

said, have agreed to turn states 
evidence, or to aid the government

Airplanes have been used fre- 
quently by secret service agents 
in moving prisoners and gathering 
evidence. 
At times agents hur- 
ried across the width of the state 
to check reports that counterfeit 
bills were being passed. 
Counterfeits Were Good. 
The federal reserve notes were 
excellently made and 
only the 
closest scrutiny revealed that they 
were not genuine. 


A Dallas man and his wife were 
arrested last night in a fashionable 
apartment 
house in connection 
with the investigation. They were 
alleged to have engaged in pass- 
ing the spurious currency. 
Secret service agents held sev- 
eral of the suspects incommunica- 
do while constructins the case, 
never leaving them for a moment. 
The suspects were kept in federal 
offices in the daytime and hand- 
cuffed in agents' rooms at night. 
In this fashion, the Times-Her- 
ald said, it was possible to gather 
every bit of available evidence and 
prevent discovery of the ring be- 
coming known until the series of 
arrests were made.

FARM BOARD WHEAT SOLD TO 


CHINA WILL BE USED ONLY 


FOR RELIEF FAMINE AREA 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
5.—(/P}— 
The farm board has sold 5,000,000 
bushels of wheat to China to bt 
used in the famine area along the 
Yangtze river 'where thousands of 
flood victims are starving. 


The sale was 
announced 
by 
President Hoover yesterday before 
lie departed for the week end at 
his Rapldan 
camp in Virginia. 
He said the grain would he used 
exclusively for relief purposes. 


The cost of the nationalist gov- 
ernment -will be the price quoted 
on the market on the day each 
cargo is dispatched. 
The grain 
is to be paid for in equal Install- 
ments In 193J, 1935 and 1936. Four 
per cent interest will be charged. 


Half of the wheat will be milled 
into flour before shipment. Most 
of the commodity will be shipped 
from the Puget Sound region. The 
Chinese government has given as- 
surances that American shipping 
interests will be given an oppor- 
tunity to bid for its transporta- 
tion. 


Although there are a few small 
phases of the negotiations to be 
worked out. Carl Williams, acting 
chairman of the board, said tho 
deal was regarded aa completed 
and wheat and flour would begin 
moving from the West 
Coast 
about Oct. 1. 
With this sale, the board has 


disposed of 75,000,000 bushels of, 
its stabilization wheat since Jan. 
1. 
Thin* includes the recont bar- 
ter of 25,000,000 bushels to Brazil 
for coffee, a surplus commodity 


in that country, and'sales to East 
Coast exporters. 
Besides reducing the quantity 


of grain held by the board during 
the pnst two years in an effort to 
sustain prices, the China shipment 
will relieve storaga congestion on 
the West Coast. 
The American grain trade did 
not protest the sale, it apparently 
taking the view that if the board 
did not sell wheat to China, no 
other agency would. By this sale, 
the administration hopes that a 
market for American wheat will 
be developed in China and other 
far 
Eastern 
countries, 
which, 


hereotfore have purchased their 
supplies elsewhere. 
In negotiating the sale, the farm 
board attempted to meet the pro- 
tests of American shipping inter- 
ests resulting: from its failure to 
stipulate that Brazil use American 
bottoms in exporting wheat 
to 
that country. However, Williams 
said domestic lines wanted to re- 
ceive their own rates which, he 
explained, were higher than com- 
peting foreign ships. He suggest- 
ed that if they wanted the busi- 
ness, thsy meet competitive bid- 
ders. 
Although the board has reduced 


Us wheat stock by 75.000,000 bush- 
els it still has about 200,000,0000 
on hand, along with 1,300,000 bales 
of cotton, bo'^-ht for price stabil- 
ization purposes. It is pursuing its 
policy of attempting to dispose 
of both in foreign markets, 
but 


has received few reasonable of- 
fers.

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—(/P>—Frank 
Morrison, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, said to- 
day that America's unemployment 
problem might have been master- 
ed Ions ago if capital had adopt- 
ed the suggestions made by labor 
11 months ago. 


Speaking at the Chicago Feder- 
ation of Labor's celebration of La- 
bor Day, Morrison said he esti- 
mated thaa a total 
of 6,000,000 
were unemployed, which meant, he 
said, at least 30,000,000 persons, or 
approximately 
one-fourth 
of 
the 


population of this nation, are not 
continually assured of food and 
shelter. 


"We should not boast of our 
country as a land of prosperity 
and 
opportunity," Morrison said, 


"under these conditions that offer 
such a fertile field for a discon- 
tent that is based on despair. 
''Workers are becoming realists, 


They no longer accept the doctrine 
that man is not responsible 
for 
these conditions. 


"What have the National Asso- 


ciation of Manufacturers or 
the 


chamber of commerce of the Unit- 
ed States done or suggested to 
help reduce unemployment? Neith- 
er of these organizations of em- 
ployers has presented a single rem- 
edy for unemployment." 
Labor, on the other hand, adopt- 


ed a comprehensive program at its 
Boston convention last year, Mor- 
rison said, which, ''if it had been 
heeded, would have relieved the 
unemployment conditions existing 
at that time and avoided the trag- 
ic situation which millions of our 
people are facing today and must 
meet this coming winter." 


Morrison then detailed the rec- 


ommendations of the Boston meet- 
ing, which included -suggestions
